tain the co dition of their stock 
and what wreck and ruin old Win- 
ter had accomplished from Decem- 
ber to May. April has always been 
considered a trying month upou 
stock even if it be as pleasant as 
the past one has proved to be iv 
this locality. Old cows that have 
reached from twelve to fourteen 
years of age and young heifers with 
their first calves reach, during this 
month of each year, a crisis of de- 
pletion of strength and vitality, 
and their loss ia often great during 
the calving and early sucking per- 
iod—say from the middle of March 
to the firstof May. This period is 
also a critical one with other kinds 
of stock, particularly sheep, as it 
embraces the lambicg perio i. So 
far as any information extends from 
iuguiry and interviews with stock- 
meu or from foremen of their sev. 
eral bands, I flad that stock that 
has wiatered south of the railroad 
in soithern Eiko and northern 

White Piue counties, taken as a 
whole, ia satisfactory to the bolders, 

all things being considered. The 
percentage of loss among small 
holders is much less than was au- 
ticipated the latter part of last 
winter, and for the very good rea- 

son that this class of stockmen 

seem to have been better prepared 
with hay aud shelter and were so 
situated as to be able to givé their 
stock a personal supervision duriug 
the inclement season. I learn frow 

inquiry that the greate-t mortality 

during the present spring bas been 

umong the stock that were fed aud 

sheltered up to the first aud middle 
of March and theu turned out to 
provide for themselves. The regu- 
lar range stock seems to have passed 
through not only the winter but 

April and March in better condition 

and with less loss thau those fed 
aud sheltered to early spring. Ex- 

perience of past few winters have 
elearly proven one fact aud that is, 
if you commence to feed your stock 

you must continue todo so through 
the entire wiuter aud including the 
month of April, uuless your locality 
be visited with a very early and 
favorable spring. 

Iam informed by the foreman of 
‘Seott & Co. that their several large 
‘bands in southern Idaho and north- 
ern Utub, with a bunch in Mun- 
ana, have wiutered well and pa-sed 
throug: the spring ordeal in 
fine condition. Their loss 
the several immense 
bands will hardly reach tue usual 
sveraue and the crop of calves will 
be large. But the firm Lave net 
veen so fortunate with a bunch of 
some 3,000 bead that have been 
wintered in the vicinity of their 
home ranch, sume ten miles south- 
east from Haileck station, not with- 
standing every care was taken au! 
every precautionary means adopted 
in the way of feeding aud sheltering 
sil of the stock that seemed to need 
assistance. The foreman, Milt 
Polk, and his able Lieutensnt, Mr. 
Griswold, with their crew of cow 
noys, were in their saddles almost 
nigut and day, including Sundays, 
riding over tueir range gathering 
up such stock as neetled feed and 
eare, yet the loss has been consider- 
able over the average. The greal- 
est mortality ovcurreld during the 
latter part of Maren and during the 
month of April. 

All stockmen of eastern Nevada 
whose winter rages are situated 
along the live of the Humboldt 
river, say from Deeth, Eiko couuty, 
to Battle Mountain, Lander county, 
have experienced a greater deat 
rate among their cattle than in auy 
other portion of eastern Neva la, 
which vas been chiefly caused from

When I lived in Virginia City 
my office was just opposite that of 
the tony Express Company, anid I 
used to watch with great interest 
the adventurous horseman who s- t 
out every day. Four o’clock in the 
afternoou was the time fixed for 
the departure o! the mail. At five 
minutes before that hour the rider | 
made his appearance. He. was 
liglitly clad, wore English top bovts 
nud sharp spurs. A saddle of very 
light weigut was placel on his 
horse, it being provided with two 
sharp hooks in the cantle upon 
which to hang the big. Bit, reins 
and everything were made as light 
as possib.e. Holiday being firmly 
of the opiuion, generaliy held in 
racing circles, that the weight of a 
stable k-ey would win or lose a race. 

“At 3:59 the mail agent appeared 
at the door with the little muail-bag 
in bis hand. The rider mounted 
and the bag was fastened tothe sad- 
dle, The moment the clo k «truck 
the key was turced in the lock, and 
afier that there was uot woney 
enough in Virginia City to get a 
‘etter into that bay. 

“A way the horseman wertat full 
gallop, dropping into a sharp trot 
when he struck the steep up- rade
